CRUSHED BY A FALLING BRIDGE. 


Twenty-five Persons More or Less Seriously 
Injured at Cleveland. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 15.—There’ was a 
serious accident this evening at Beyerles 
Park, a summer resort in the southern partof 
the city. At least 5,000 people had assembled 
to see aman jump from a cadle stretched 
across a miniature artificial lake. People 
Stood all around tne lake, and a hundred or 
more were on a rustic foot-bridge about ten 


feet above the ground and extenaing from a 


the lake. The jump- 
er made the descent at about 
6:30 o’ciock. He struck the water 
near the shore, and the people on the bridge 
made a rush for the piace. Nearly all of 
them were massed on a thirty-five-foot span 
adjoining the bluff. The structure fell 
with a crash, going down in the 
middle. The foot paths under the bridge 
were crowded with people, and upon these 
the timbers fell; while those on tné bridge 
were thrown in a heap in the center of the 
span, where it struck the ground. At least 
twenty-five persons were injured more or 
less seriously, but only eight were hurt so 
badly that they had to go to a hospital.

NEWFOUNDLANDERS SICK OF ENGLAND, 


Premier Whiteway Advocates Annexation 
to the United States. 

Sr. Jonxs, N. F., June 15.—[Special.]—Sir 
W. Whiteway, Premier of Newfoundland, 
says in an interview that the colony had put 
up long enough with the milk and water pol- 
icy of England. whose procrastination would 
end in France gaining the sovereignty of the 
west coast, and now they had demanded 
that justice should be done and the French 
prevented at ali cost from committing out- 
rages on the liberties and properties of 
Newfoundland fishermen. 

He said: “We demand the right to legis- 
late for the French shore the same as other 
parts of the colony, and that right England 
must grantif she wishes to prevent an open 
rupture. We will fit out armed cruisers imme- 
diately to enforce the bait act and drive the 
Frenchmen from our shores. There are four 
courses to pursue: purchase of French 
rights, arbitration, war, or annexation 
to the Unitea States. The first two are 
most improbable, as France won’t listen to 
argument. War 1s. possible but not likely. 
Annexation is a likely solution of the diffi- 
culty. All depends on how England meets 


our final demands.“

DEATH OF JOSEPH P, ROSS. 


ONE OF CHICAGO'S PROMINENT PHYSI- 
CIANs PASSES away, 


His End Was Not Unexpected—Funeral to 
Be Held Woednesday—Pre-eminent in the 
Treetment of Throat snd Lang Troubles 
~—Sketch of His Life—His Record as 8 
Philanthropist—Interested in Hospital 
Woeork—Connected with Rush Medical 
College. 

In the death of Dr. Joseph P. Ross, who 
Passed away yesterday morning at 8:30 
o’clock at his home, No. 428 Washington 
boulevard, medicine lost one of her ablest 
practitioners. He had been sick for the last 
two years soas to be unable to get about, 
and for the last nine months he was bedfast. 
Within the last two weeks he failed rapjdly 
and by last Wednesday it was known that 
his hours were numbered. He died of 


. softening of the brain. 


Dr. Koss left a wife and five children: 
Lila, who is now in Geneva, Switzerland; J. 
Whitney, in New York City; and Bessie, 
Robert, and Willie in this city. Lila 
Ross is at school in Geneva, and the 
family have had their passage for 
Europe secured since last February 
and will leave Thursday on account of 
Robert’s health: 

The funeral will take place Wednesday 
morning at 10 0’clock from the house, The 
services will be conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Withrow of the Third Prespyterian Church.

Dr. Joseph Presley Ross was a physician who 
previous to his retirement from actual practice 
some six years ago was one of the most eminent 
in the country in the treatment of the throat and 
lungs. His chairin Rush Medical College was 
that ot Clinical Medicine and Diseases of the 
Chest,” ana this position he retained as long as 
he remained in tne practice of his profession, 
after which he became an emeritus professor. 
His chief memorial will be the Ross wing of 
the Presbyterian Hospital, an institution for 
which he perfected the plans and obtained many 
substantial donations, notably $10,000 from Tut- 
hill King, his father-in-law, 

Like many others of the substantial men of the 
country he was a native of Obio. He was born 
Jan. 7, 1828, on @ farm in Clark County, Ohio, 
near what is now the manufacturing city of 
Springfield. The stock from which he was de- 
scended was noted among the Western pioneers 
for bravery and heroism in the Indian warfare. 
Before the Revolutionary War a Scotchman 
named Ross settled on the Potomacand was 
killed by the Indians. Oneof his sons had ex- 
actly the same experience as Capt. John Smith, 
but in this case he married the chieftam's 
daughter, who played the part of Pocahontas. 

The great grandfather of Dr. Ross fell into the 
hands of the Indians, and was ransomed by a 
French trader after the fire had been lighted 
which was to burn him alive. William Ross, the 
father of Dr. Ross, removed to Kentucky in 1788 
and ia 1797 to Ohio, first near Cincinnati, and 
then, four years before Ohio became a State, re- 
moved to Clark County. He lived to be % years 
old. His son Elijah married Mary Laws Houston 
of Delaware, O., and ot them was burn Dr. J. P. 
Ross and five other sons. On a farm near 
Piqua, O., he spent his boyhood days and went 
to school in the old district school until he was 
19 years old, farming between whiles..But agri- 


|] culture did not suit him, and he started out in 


business for himself, urst in a woolen mill at 
he cleared a profit 000 


those days. 
Began to Study Medicine. 

He used this to educate himself for the medical 
profession. After a .scientific course in 
the academy at Piqua he read medicine. 
under the preceptorship of Dr. G. Volney Dorsey, 
one of the most eminent physicians of the Buck- 
eye State and afterward State Treasurer. Dr. 
Ross’ medical education was completed at Star- 
ling Medical College at Columbus and the Ohio 
Medical College of Cincinnati. 

For a year after his graduation he practiced at 


St. Mary's, Ohio, but in 1853 he decided to come 


to Chicago. He formed a partnership with Dr. 
Lucien P. Cheney which lasted several 
years, during which he built up a 
large practice and was made physi- 
cian to the orphan asylum, a position 
which he held for many years. He was ulso the 
first physician to the State Reform-Scbool, now 
at Pontiac, but at that time in Chicago. 

As early as 1658 he was interested in hospital 
work in Chicago. It was then that he with 
others leased what was known as the old City 
Hospital of Chicago, which he conducted until 
1866, when the Cook County Hospital, which had 
been used during the war as a Government mil- 
itary hospital, was again taken charge of 
by the tourty authorities. At that time 
he became a member of the Board 
of County Commissioners solely tft he might 
build up this institution. and his services in this 
connection were hardly less conspicuous than in 
the inception and management of the Presby- 
terian Hospital enterprise. 

As a Philanthropist. 

He devoted an immense amount of his time as 
Chairman of the Hospital Committee, and to 
him is due the systematizing of the rules of gov- 
ernment of the institution and the present spa- 
cious grounds. As long as he remained in prac- 
tice he was one of the attending physicians of 
this hospital. 

His connection with Rush Medical College be- 
gan in 1868 and continued through its most dis- 
astrous days after tne great fire, when the hand- 
some building was left a smoldering ruin just 
as the annuai course of lectures had begun, > 

A busy man, he was not too busy to be relig- 
fous. Since ever the Jefferson Park Presbyte- 
rian Church was, he has been an elder. He did 
not neglect the cause of education either. He 
was a trustee of Lake Forest University, a mem- 
ber of the directory of McCormick Theological 
Seminary, and an active participant in the work 
of the American Medical Missionary Society. 

The degree of M. A. was conferredon him by 
Kenyon College, and he held memberships in 
most of the leading medical societies in the 
country. 

One of the projects of his later life, Which the 
disease which left him a broken and helpless 
invalid drove him to abandon, was the build- 
ing of a great sanitarium on Lookout Mountain, 
which he regards as one of the most suitable 
places for such an institution to be found in the 


country.

THE CATROLIC CHURCH IN POLITICS, 


Ita Attitude Toward the Bennett Law Dia- 
cussed by Dr. Clifton. 

MitwavkeEE, Wis., June 15.—[Special. |— 
The Rev. Theodore Clifton of the Hanover 
Street Congregational Church, whose recent 
sermons on the Bennett law have attracted 
attention throughout the State, ad- 
dressed a large audience tonight in 
Lincoln Hall by invitation of a number 
of prominent citizens taking for his subject:

So far as Catholics are concerned it is a fight 
between Church and State as to which shall 
rule.“ 

Here Mr. Clifton quoted at length both 
Catholic Popes and Bishops to establish his 
position that the authorities of the Catholic 
Church consider all civil powers as 
subordinate to those of the church. Such 
being the case he holds that circumstances 
are likely to arise at any moment making it 
logically impossible for any man to be a good 
Catholic and at the same time a loyal Ameri- 
can citizen. “From these authorities,” he 
continued, “it must be concluded that the 
real attitude of the Catholic church is op- 
position to the public schools.“ 

In concluding he said: I have dwelt thus 
at length upon the spirit and attitude of the 
Romish Church partly to show the good Ger- 
man Lutherans, if they will only look and 
listen, the company they are keeping in 
their fight against the Bennett law.” Mr. 
Clifton was frequently interrupted with ap- 
plause. 


THEY WANT WOOL ON THE FREE LIST. 


Memorial Seat by the Wool Consumers’ 
Association to the Senate. 

Boston, Mass., June 15.—A memorial in 
favor of free wool has been sent to the Senate 
Finance Committee by the Wool Consumers’ 
Association. The memorial says: 

For the protection of the woolen manufacture 
of the country, and for its rescue from a most 
hampered and depressed condition, we ask for a 
great reduction or the total abolition of the duty 
on wool. 

The system of excluding Wool by more or less 
prohibitory duties, involving still higher duties 
on woolens and worsteds, has been tried at 
great cost to the consumer, with destructive re- 

triction to the wool manufacturer, and without 

y compensating advantages to the wool grow- 
er. Under this system the wool grower has ut- 
terly fail to supply we raw wool in adequate 
qualities or quaatities, the high cost of foreign 
wool has forced the manufacturers to resort to 


raw material as to reduce rather than increase 
ot American wool used.

tery bill will report tomorrow. The majority 
of the committee will report in favor of the 
bill. There will also be a minority report. 

The feeling against the lottery is bitter on 

the part of the minority, and the scene Mon- 

day promises to be a lively one. The lottery’s 
strength in the House is increasing, but ac- 
cording to the best calculation it jacks 
several votes. The necessary two-thirds 
is 66, and as yet only 60 can be 
counted on the lottery’s side with safety. 

The Senate is solid for the antis. 

Tuesday is the day set aside for the fight in 

the House. Then it is that the Lottery bill 

will come up for tinal passage. The lead- 
ers of both sides are hard at work gather- 
ing their forces for the charge and mean 
to fight for and against the bill-to the bit- 
ter end. Mr. John A. Morris, the lottery 
man, has his headquarters at Baton 

Rouge, and his messengers can be 

seen hourly going to and from his 

House vainly attempting to gst more votes. 

There are but eighteen days more in this ses- 

sion of the Legislature, and the lottery ques- 

tion must be settled soon or die. Trouble is 
expected in Feliciana Tuesday. as the elec- 
tion of a Senator to fill a vacancy will come 
off then. Both the antis and the lotteryites 
claim the place. 

What the Auatis Claim. 


The minority report, which 1s quite volumi- 
nous, says: 

The question will affect the destinies of Lou- 
isiana for good or evil for the next generation, 
and upon its adoption or rejection will depend ih 
a great measure the prosperity of the sons and 
daughters to come after us. It behooves us, 
then, to bring to its consideration the most thor- 
ough and conscientious research and our most 
mature judgment, and, above all, to be actuated 
by the most unselfish devotion to the interest, 
the welfare, and the honor of our beloved State. 

After reciting the provisions of the amend- 
ment, the report says: 

The proposition should be rejected—rejected 
as wrong ig morals, unsound in economy, and 
corrupting and dangerous in politics. As we 
view it stripped of the false pretenses with which 

it is presented, of the false livery in which it is 
clothed, it is nothing but a base offer to buy a 
state and to bribe its people to enter into an in- 
famous bargain. The pretenses that it is in aid 
of such worthy objects as levees, schools, 
charities, etc., will deceive no one. 
The hypocrisy is © too apparent; the 
private fortunes of the promoters of 
the scheme, and not these wortny public objects, 
are to be its beneficiaries. If the promoters of 
this lottery scheme h said to us that they 
wanted a lottery for purpose of making 
money for themselves, and they would pay a 
good round sum for it, they at least would have 
rescued themselves from the charge of insincer- 
ity and have been entitled to be accorded the 
virtue of candor, however shocking the proposi- 
tion might be to the moral sense. That the 
maintenance and operation of a lottery is im- 
moral few have the hardihood to deny. It u ad- 
mitted to be gambling, and no one contends that 
gambling is a virtuous and worthy occupation. 


Terrible Kffects of Lotteries.

Experience has shown that the common form 
of gambling are comparatively innocuous when 
placed in contrast with the wide-spread 
pestilence of lotteries. The former are confined 
to afew persons and places, but the latter in- 
fects the ‘whole community; it enters every 
dwelling, it reaches every class, it preys upon 
the hard earnings of the poor, it plunders the 
ignorant and the simple. 

The minority then says: 

The proposition invites the State to participate 
in the spoils of the lotiery company. This would 
bring the State into the contempt and derision 
of its sister States and of good men everywhere. 
As the estimation in which an individual pro- 
fessional gambieris held by society so would it 
be with Louisiana in the society of the State- 
hood. In this fair sisterhood shall Louisiana be 
degraded, and as she passes along be shunned 
as unclean, and the withering cry go up of 
“Room for the leper! Room! | 

The talk that the law cannot suppress the 
sale of lottery tickets is said to be idle, and 
it is declared to be the duty of the communi- 
ty to suppress crime as far as possible, The 
report continues: 

let There Be No Monopoly. 

The amendment would give the Louisiana 
company a monopoly of an odious business, 
and if monopolies are to be created by legisla- 
tive enactment why not make monopoles in 
tobacoo, whisky, or any other artitle of com- 
merce? Immense sums would be paid for such 
special exclusive privileges. No such proposi- 
tions had been heard, nor would they be consid- 
ered fora minute. The lottery corporation had 
offered to give a great sum for the privilege; then 
the privilege must be valuable, and if so, if 
a bargain is to be driven, especially if that bar- 
gain is to be with a soulless gambling corpora- 
tion, let 1t be thrown open to che highest bidder 
and as hard a bargain as possible be driven. 

The necessity for the law or constitutional 
amendment is said to arise from a claim that the 
public charities are suffering, the levees down 
and no means of rebuilding them, the schools 
suffering from the lack of funds, etc. The ac- 
ceptance of the proposition would be a 
humiliating fact for Louisianans. It would 
be a confession of inabilfty to 
carry on the State Government 
ana to support its institutions. It is a confession 
not only of present d pressing poverty but 
worse; it is an admission that for twenty-five 
years to come the necessities of the State are 
likely to be such that money raised by means 
that are repugnantto the moral sense of the 
people will be needed to pay for the education of 
the children to maintain the eleemosynary insti- 
tutions and buildings and keep the public levees 
in repair. a 

The report denies the truth of the state- 
ment that the State needs money made in 
‘lottery business, and continues: 

Nor is she likely to become a pauper, unless in 
an evil duy she succumbs to the allurements 
of the tempter and her people become the slaves 
of the sloth and heedless idleness engendered by 
lottery gambling. Louisiana is richer per capita 
than most of her Southern sisters, and yet no 
lotteries are necessary to save them from baak- 
ruptey and financial ruin.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

There is no halt in the phenomenal activity 
of general trade. The speculative markets 
have had their recent fluctuations from dull- 
ness to animation and back to dullness again, 
but the volume of general trade has heid 
steadily to the line touched by what seemed 
the top wave of commercial prosperity, a 
line that marks an aggregate volume of busi- 
ness that is quite unprecedented. The beat 
of the pulse of trade is hardly to be counted 
by such short intervals as weeks. It should 
perhaps be noted by months if the real con- | 
dition of affairs is to be recorded. Still the 
movement that is measured by a week is in- 
teresting, and the record of last week is a 
pleasing one. In the local trade situation 
there is no exception to the rule of profitable 
activity. In every line there is unusual if 
dustry, a fairly satisfactory margin of profit, 
an active market for products, and a healthy 
state of collections. It would be difficult fos 
the most bearish croaker to find in the gen- 
eral situation anything indicating an imme- 
diate reversal of tne present favorable con- 
ditions. This wave of prosperity will rise 
and fall as other waves have done. Tne halt 
and the downward turn may be hastened or 
retarded by future contingencies, some of 
which are perhaps now in sight, but none are 
near enough to warrant any fears of an im- 
mediate check to the forward impulse. 

The usual conditions governing the money 
market, the signs aby which people have 
been accustomed to predict the financial 
weather, seem to have failed completely 
this year. The financial almanac has al- 
always predicted with a confidence based 
on an experience of many years that in 
January the demand for money would be 
active and rates comparatively high. In 
February the firmness moderates, and so on 
with varying ups and downs till Jane, when 
the financial skies rain money into the bank 
vaults and interest rates drop to the lowest 
point. There was a saving clause in the old 
weather almanacs to the effect that all signs 
faiiedin dry weather. So it must be that 
under the cloudless skies of commercial 
prosperity that have so far marked this year, 
the financial weather signs too have failed, 
for the usual June showers that overflow the 
bank vaults and bring with them low inter- 
est rates have not come, It is, however, not 
so much the lack ot money that is keeping 


rather the unexampled demand which the 
great activity in all lines of industries has 
eccasioned. 

The speculative markets grew lethargic 
during the week. Oneof the chief stimu- 
lants which has been stirring the New York 
market to activity has been the orders from 
foreign buyers. That stimulant has been 
withdrawn. The attitude of the foreigners 
has changed sharply in the last few days, 
and they are no longer heavy buyers. Neither 
‘have they thrown over much of their hold- 
ings. They simply seem inclined to put 
their hands in their pockets and wait a lit- 
tle. So far as railway earnings go the mar- 
ket still has as much to give it an upward 
impetus as it has had. Earnings continue to 
show large increasesin the gross, and the 
economies which a season of depression 
taught have not been in all cases entirely 
forgotten, so the net earnings are corre- 
spondingly satisfactory. The gains in earn- 
ings are general, the roads showing losses 
over last year being rare exceptions. 

In the local stock market there has been 
uniform dullness and a general loss in prices. 
The half-dozen most active stocks show an 
average loss during the week of 1¢ per cent. 
There was little or nothing in the way of 
special news affecting values. The sagging 
ot the market was due mainly to a lack of 
interest by the public and to the tendency a 
market always has to go lower whenever it 
lacks active support. It is expected that the 
new Brewery securities will be listed this 
week and a return to such trading as marked 
the advance of the West Side Street railway 
stocks is looked for. The temper of the Chi 
cago public is in favor of speculation, 
there is little question about that, and there 
1s little doubt the Stock Exchange will again 
see some of the speculative enthusiasm which 
animated the trading a few weeks ago. The 
effect of legal decisions regarding the trust 
stocks and the shadow of more such litiga- 
tion for other companies has for the time 
cooled the ardor of the public, but the legiti- 
mate opportunities for speculation which are 
offered in the stocks of many local corpora- 
tions have not been forgotten.

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THE REPUBLICAN ELECTION LAW. 

The Republican members of the House of 
Representatives have at last agreed on a 
plan for Federal supervision of the election 
ot members ot that body which they believe 
will put an end to the frauds and bulldozings 
which have for years deprived of representa- 
tion the majority of the voters in nearly 
thirty districts in the Gulf State. The meas- 
ure adopted is a compromise one and will be 
suvported both by those who favored the 
more radical methods suggested by Mr. 

Henry Cabot Lodge and those who were in 
doubt as to the political expediency of taking 
any action on the subject. It will also, 
owing to its moderate nature, receive the 
support of all the Republicans in the Senate. 

That which it is proposed to do—it was 
first recommended by Congress man Roweil of 
this State—is to take the present supervisor 
system, with which the residents of most 
large cities are familiar, for it has been em- 
ployed for years with the best of results, and 
to increase the powers of the officers so that 
they shall have charge of elections instead 
of being littie more than mere on.ookers, as 
at present. The constitutionality of the law 
as it now stands has not been questioned and 
the legality of the broader provisions itis 
now proposed to adopt will not be seriously 
disputed by any one. 

At present the supervisors, of whom there 
are two for each precinct, do little more than 
oversee first the registry and tren the vot- 
ing. If they become aware of any intimida- 
tion or fraud the most that they can do is to 
report the facts to the House of Representa- 
tives, wnich body can do what it pleases with 
them. It is proposed that there be three su- 
pervisors, one of one party and two of the 
other, and that while there shall still be local 
judges and clerks of election, it shall be the 
supervisors who shall have charge of the reg- 
istry, say who shall and who shall not vote 
for Representatives, count the votes and send 
the returns to the Chief Supervisor for the 
district, who shall tabulate them and certify 
to the Clerk of the House the name of the man 
who has received the most votes and is en- 
titled to the seat. 

If it should appear that the local election 
officers have through the Governor or other 
State authorities certified to the election of 
one man, and the supervisors of another, 
then the name of the latter must be put on 
the roll, and the former may contest if 
hd’ pleases. He will not be suffered to thrust 
himself into a seat which belongs to another. 
This is the important, the essential, provision 
of the law. Without this it would be of the 
least use where most needed. The present 
law has on various occasions done good servy- 
ice in Chicago. In the Gulf States it is 
worthiess. 

The Democrats will fight this measure’ as 
they do everything which tends to stop 
fraud, but they have no expectation they 
will be able to defeat it. Senator Carlisle 
admits that it will go through—that it can- 
not be talked to death in the Senate, as some 
of his foolish colleagues have suggested. He 
says: . 

Obviously the Republicans will make this a 
party measure and hold every man inline. If 
they want to pass such a bill they have the votes 
to do it. We may protest and struggie for a time 
and prolong the contest as much as we please, 


the Republicans can stay bere as long as we can, 
and sooner or later the bill must pass. 


Therefore he recommends that the great 
fight on the law shall come off after its pas- 
sage, and that the effort be to make it odious. 
It provides that when a Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court shall be petitioned by 
100 voters m a Congressional district he 
must appoint supervisors for it. It is well 
known that there are buta few districts in 
the country where Federal supervision would 
be needed, so that the cost, which would be 
about $15,000 per district, would not be great. 
Senator Carlisle advises: 


In every Congressional district in the land the 
Democrats should see to it that supervisors are 
petitioned for and appointed by the courts. The 
resulting army of Federal officeholders, their in- 
terference with the rights of citizens and with 
the usual methods of conducting elections, and 
the enormous expense incurred by this system of 
partisan espionage and interference, will make 
the law so infamous and odious that the people 
will demand that it be repealed. If we permit 
this law to be applied only where the Republic- 
ans want it applieq- in certain districts of the 
South—public sentiment will not be roused; but 
if we insist that if this law is to be entorced any- 
where it must be enforced everywhere, we shall 
be able quickly to kill the whole system by mak- 
ing it odious. 


This could be done, and if it were the 
country would have at a cost of perhaps 
six million doliarg the honestest and fairest 
election for Representatives that has ever 
been held. The result would be either gen- 
eral satisfaction with the experiment and 
thankfulness to the Republicans for the good 
measure they bad put through; or if the 
voters were displeased with having to pay a 
few millions to get a square election their 
wrath would fall not on the law, or those 
who passed it, but on the plotting Democrats 
who caused the unnecessary expenditure. 
Attempts to make a good law “odious” gen- 
erally result in rooting 1t the more firmiy in 
popular favor. 


POLICE COURT MAY’S LAW. 

Police-Saperinvendent Marsh says the pool · 
room ordinances are not enforced because 
Police Coutts Attorney May, who used to be 
an attorney for the pool-room owners before 
he got his present job from Mayor Cregier, 
fears the law on which the ordinances are 
based is unconstitutonal. May, avho is evi- 
dently out of his sphere in the s abby pur- 
lieus of the Police Court, rendered this opin- 
ion last April, and promised at the time 
that he would get a decision as to the 
validity of the law from the Supreme Court 
“within forty days.” The forty days— 
sixty days—have passed. The decision has 
not been rendered. It has not been sought. 
Police Court and would-be Chief Justice May 
probably thought it was not necessary, and 
that his decision was just as good. The ordi- 
nances must not be enforced, therefore, until 
this erudite lawyer reverses himself. He 
will not give the Supreme. Judges an oppor- 
tunity to do so. Of course it would be use- 
less to enter into a discussion of the law 
with this petty-larceny attorney of the police 
courts. 

He bases his alleged belief that the law 1s 
valid on the opinion of Judge Gildersleeve 
concerning the similar law in New York. 
That opinion has since been overruled or 
disregarded by Judge Fitzgerald, who has 
fined heavily several New York pool-sellers 
for violation of the statute of that State. 
They will, of course, hang onto the Gilder- 
sleeve decision, ignoring that of Fitzgerald. 

There probably is littie doubt that the pro- 
vision of the anti-pool-room law, which ex- 
cludes racé-tracks and fair-grounds from the 
Scope of its operation, is in valid. But the 
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‘bling. Pool-selling is gambling. With the 
exceptuons above noted there is no reason 
then to doubt the validity of the Mlinois 
law in its general application or the validity 
of the ordinance based thereon. May’s pre- 
tense that the city might become liable for 
prosecuting the pool-room gambiers in case 
the law is declared wholly invalid is the 
merest humbug. May must know that pub- 
lic officers are in duty bound to enforte the 
law as they find it. Itis not for them to set 
themselves up as a supreme tribunal to pass 
on it. And pool-room gambiers are not iu 
tne habit of appealing to the courts for re- 
dress against fancied wrongs. —~ 

The course of May in this matter suggests 
the inquiry whether he is acting for the peo- 
ple who pay him his salary or for his former 
clients, the pool-room gambiers? How would 
it be if Superintendent Marsh should try to 
answer that question? l 


THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY AND POLITICS. | 

The desperate attempt of Democratic or- 
gans to fasten the responsibility for the 
Louisiana Lottery upon Kepublicans is one 
of the most absurd and ridiculous phases oft 
the bitter contest now raging in that State. 
They have charged that the Republicans are 
in league with the Lottery compahy; that it 
bas furnished them wita its campaign funds; 
and that they are its principal patrons, 
and hence they are responsible for the in- 
famy and its proposed continuance. It is 
“further charged tnat the main reliance of the 
lottery men is upon tne little handful of 
negroes in the House ana Senate—fourteen 
all told—who will combine with them to give 
them the two-thirds vote necessary for the 
passage of the amendment. 

A tew hard facts will serve to explode this 
silly calumny. If the Louisiana Lottery 
company should contribute its entire steal- 
ings to the Republicans it would not enable 
them to carry the State or a single district 
in it. Will some one of these astute Demo- 
cratic organs explain then why these cun- 
ning gamblers shouid deliberately throw 
away their money, knowing that they could 
derive no benefit fromit? Again, there are 
88 Dempcrats and 2 Republicans in the 
Senate and 8 Democrats and 12 Republicans 
in the House, ora Democratic majority on 
joint tailot of 110. Is it possible that these 
14 Republicans are more powerful and infiu- 
entialthan 124 Democrats backed by tne 
whole State Government and the State press? 
Is it possibie that any Democratic paper can 
actually believe such bosh? Louisiana is the 
only State in the Union where a lottery is 
tolerated. Its Legislature has 110 Democrat- 
ic majority. Putting this and that toge her 
can any one in his senses doubt where the 
responsibility rests? 

There is further and more direct testimony 
than this. Tne Cnairman of the Democratic 
State Executive Committee, which, as a sub- 
committee of the Democratic State Central 
Committee, carried the election by its pe- 
culiar methods in 1888, has made the public a 
proposition in behalf of the lottery that the 
question of the rechartering of the gambling 
institution be submitted to a white primary 
elecuon, the negroes to be barred out from 
voting. The negroes are nearly solidly Re- 
publiean. If they are responsibie for the 
lottery why bar them out! Why should this 
Democratic Chairman, acting for tne lottery, 
favor the disfranchising of those who 
would vote for the amendment, if the state- 
ments of the Democratic organs be true? 
Again, the special committee on the lottery 
question has decided by a vote of 6 to 8 to 
report the bill favorubly today. The majority 
of the committee ie Democratic. If any fur- 
ther evidence as to the political complexion 
of this question be necessary, it may be found 
in the following extract from the New Or- 
leans Jimes-Vemocrat, the leading Democratic 
organ in the State:

Thus it is clearly shown that itis the major- 
ity of the Democrats of Louisiana who will 
make the Lottery bill, if it passes the Legis- 
lature, the issue of the next election, and if 
it fails to pass will renew the contest in 
another form, and never cease to agitate for 
a renewal of the charter until it is secured. 


THESE FEARS ARE CAUSELESS, 

The New York Sun is borrowing trouble. 
It is taking too much heed for the mogrow. 
Seeing that Chicago asks for a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature that it may be putin 
the way of giving the Fair five millions it 
says: It is not an encouraging outlook by 
any means.“ 

Quite the contrary, O remote and preju- 
diced observer. What can be more encour- 
aging than the fact that every Chicagoan, 
except perhaps one in each hundred thou- 
sand, is anxious the city should give that 
money? There was no such unanimity at 
New York. There was instead a surly pro- 
test against the Ten Million Dollar bill. 

As the outlook is most encouraging there 
is no reason why Mr. Dana should issue an 
appeal to the Republican party to come for- 
ward and help Chicago out.

Tus New York Bulletin remarks that the 
consumption of other iron than rails in the 
United States is now at the rate of nearly 
250 pounds per year for each inhabitant. The 
ratio for last year was 236; in 1886 it rose to 
above 200 for the first time, and ten years ago 
it was only 168 pounds per capita. The in- 
crease is nearly 49 per cent, and would be 
much more than that if the augment in popu- 
lation were not taken into the account. This 
astonishing growth in the consumption may 
seem almost incredibie, but the difficulty 
vanishes when we consider the radical change 
that has taken place in the construction of 
buildings, bridges, elevated railroads, elec- 
trical plants, and in tne manufacture of im- 
plements and touls. iron is now not only used 
as beams and fronts for buildings, but vast 
quantities are buried in the shape of founda- 
tions. Formeriy existing public works are be- 
ing extended ona more permanent pian. Iron 
is now used for paving in many places, and the 
multiplication of pipe lines for the movement 
of oil and gas or water accounts for no small 
part of the increase. Then iron (or steel) is 
coming into universal use for wie construc- 
tion of vessels for lake, river, and canal 
transportation, the progress in tnis direction 
being more rapid in the last than in anypre- 
vious decade, The consumption of iron, ower- 
wise than in rails, aid not materially change in 
the ten years follow.ng 1850. In the next ten 
it increased 85 pounds per capita, or nearly 50 
per cent. In tne succeeding ten it increased 
more than 50 per cent, and in the last ten tne 
increase was 82 pounds per capita, or about 
50 per cent. Furthermore, our production of 
iron appears to be augmenting more rapidly 
than that of Great Britain, though thats 
country has exported actively to foreign mar- 
kets, and particularily to South America. 
Our actual consumption of pig“ last year 
was Officially stated at 7,798,337 gross tons, 
which was about a million tons more than 
that of the next largest year, 1887, and for 
1890 1t promises to be fuliy 9,000,000 tons, if 
not to exceed that total.

CHICAGO, III., June 15.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. -The undersigned, President of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, would appeal to the generous for some 
help in furnishing the new part of St. Luke's 
Hospital. The noble addition to the hospital 
built by the munificence 6f Samuel Johnson is 
now ready for occupancy, but it cannot be open- 
ed for want of furniture, and the trustees do not 
feel that they can afford to furnish it, as they are 
in debt for their current expenses. Until cney 
meet that indebtedness they do not feel willing 
to inctr any fresh obligations. A great deal of 
money has indeed been bequeathed to St. Luke's 
during the last year, but the greater part has not 
yet been paid over; and even were it all paid in 
the laws of the hospital require it to be placed in 
the endowment fund, and only the inter- 
est to be used; so it will easily be seen 
it would not de available fer furniture. 
There are five stories to furnish;

The department of the diseases 
of women is provided for, with the exception of 
$250. It we had that this ward could be imme- 
diately opened. There remain the male ana fe- 
male surgical wards, the nurses’ rooms, dispen- 
sary and offices. Each of these floors will cost 
about $1,000 completely to equip. If any one 
will undertake a floor it will be named after him.
